Mrs. Marie Richards, widow of the 
late J. W. Richards, prominent au­ 
thoress and worker in the Lutheran 
church, died this morning at the Ho­ 
tel Gettysburg, after an illness from 
a complication of d ceases which dates 
back several months. She was aged 
69 years and 3 months. 
Not long ago Mrs. Richards 
sold 
her home 
on Springs avenue 
and 
moved to the Hotel 
Gettysburg in­ 
tending to leave for San Francisco to 
live with relatives 
Her illness, how­ 
ever, became serious and it was im­ 
possible for her to make the trip. 
Mrs. Richards is best known as the 
author of the romantic novel entitled, 
“A Knight in Grey”, which takes for 
its leading character Martin Luther. 
She is also noted for the novel, “A 
Daughter of the Prophets”, and “The 
Life of Spenner and Franke.” 
She 
was a member of the Lutheran church 
all her life and was active 
in the 
various branches of church work. 
Mrs. Richaids was born in Constan­ 
tine, Michigan. 
She studied law at 
a western university and was later 
admitted to the bar at Constantine. 
She practiced law successfully 
for 
twelve years and Has among the first 
women to enter th** legal profession. 
On March 31, IMH she married J. 
W. Richards, a lab* resident of Get­ 
tysburg. 
She is survived by two sisters, Miss

William Duncan, the six persons who 
marie the trip, came back to Getty*- j 
burg fully confident that Chiwnbers- 
burg men would co-operate on any 
Lincoln Highway booster

suggested. 
The subject of detours as well as 
the general importance of the Lincoln 
Highway to both town* was also dis­ 
cussed during the visit in Chambers­ 
burg. 
“Do not think”, said one Chambers., 
burg man, “that we ha*e never di­ 
rected cars by the way of Harrisburg, 
because we have. We have taken that 
course only, however, when the Lin­ 
coln Highway was in practically im­ 
passable condition as it was 
a few 
weeks ago when the automobiles had 
to

The Gettysburg men agreed that it 
would not be fair to the tourist 'to 
direct him over the Lincoln High­ 
way under such circumstances, but 
also stated that good detours should 
be arranged this 
summer so as to 
prevent such conditions from arising. 
“We hope 
the 
Lincoln Highway 
will be kept open to Gettysburg”, said 
a garage owner, while another promi­ 
nent citizen said, “Let the cars be di­ 
rected through Waynesboro and Fair­ 
field or any other way just as long as 
the detour is kept in good condition.”

the Lincoln Highway this summer. 


Six Germans Killed 
Frankfort, April 7—This afternoon 
a clash in the 
Schilierplatz between 
French troops and the population re­ 
sulted in the killing of six Germans 
and the wounding of some two score 
others. The fighting was followed by 
a display of French military forces 
which brought the restoration of order 
by the time darkness set in.

Quiet Finally Restored. French Senti* 
meat Changes.

Frankfort, April 8 (By Courier 
ta 
Cob! en*)—Colored 
French 
troops 
turned a machine gun on a crowd in 
the Schiilerplatz 
Wednesday after­ 
noon, killing a man and a child, and 
wounding eight women and 44 men, 
some of them seriously. 
Affrays 
with 
the 
French trqppa 
occurred at different points 
in 
the 
city Wednesday afternoon, which re­ 
sulted in mwnbers of the German pop­ 
ulation being- killed or wounded. 
At 8 o’clock last evening order was 
restored in the 
city streets, which 
were frequently patrolled by troops. 
At 
nine o’clock Frankfort was abso­ 
lutely tranquil, by reason of the rule 
prohibiting the inhabitants 
to 
be 
abroad after that hour. 
The 
trouble Wednesday afternoon 
had its origin in a rumor which had 
spread about the city that as a result 
of pressure on the part of the Allice 
the French troops had received orders 
to evacuate Frankfort. 
The feeling 
was heightened when students in au­ 
tomobiles harangued the crowds and 
excited 
them 
against 
the 
French 
troops. 
No newspapers are yet appearing in 
Frankfort 
and the city Is entirely 
without information, 
regarding 
the' 
contents of the notes 
exchanged be­ 
tween Berlin and 
Paris and 
other 
events connected with the French oc­ 
cupation of German towns, 


Berlin, April 8—A private telephone 
message reaching Berlin late Wed­ 
nesday afternoon reports 
a serious 
clash between colored French troops 
and crowds of civilians in front of the 
main post office in Frankfort. 
The troops are said to 
have been 
annoyed by the crowds, 
which con­ 
tinuously peered at them, whereupon 
they opened fire, killing seven persons 
and wounding many others, including 
women and children. 
The message said the feeling of re­ 
sentment among the civilian popula­ 
tion was visibly increasing 
as a re­ 
sult of the incident. 
Many rumors are current iii Berlin 
to the effect that the United States 
is addressing a note to France de­ 
manding the withdtgwafof the French 
forces from Frankfort.

Fifty years ago from the Stone 
Bridge, on the Fairfield road, to what 
is Hereter’s Mill today, a distance of 
two miles, 
there 
was 
three * fish 
baskets in the creek and regular dams 
for five set nets and so it ran from 
the Monocacy up to the head of the 
two Marsh creeks, in the mountain, 
and there was fish for everybody. 
There were no laws for the use of 
gigs and nets of every description. 
In fact there were no laws to regu­ 
late the taking of fish. 
Now all the 
old ways of catching fish is done away 
with, and only the rod, hook and line 
is the means used, and the State 
is

of dollars paying men from two to 
five thousand
